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Bishops end synod in Rome 


~ Church looks to | 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—The fourth Synod of Bishops 
closed Oct. 26 on a note of hope for the Church in the 
future, but did not give as simple and clear a statement 
on evangelization as many had hoped for. 


At the end of four weeks of intensive work by some 
209 synodal fathers—including cardinals, bishops and 
the heads of major religious orders of the Church—the 
synod issued a general declaration stressing the 


‘intimate connection’ between human liberation and 
evangelization. 


IT ALSO SENT the result of thousands of hours of 
debate. and dialogue to Pope Paul VI for future 
“refinement” that would express clearly the essential 
thought of bishops from every continent about the 
prospects, hopes and problems of preaching the Word 
of God to man today. 


In his closing address to the synod Oct. 26, the Pope 
himself touched the core problem that the synod finally 
found itself faced with. ‘‘Certainly’ the breadth and 
complexity of the theme (Evangelization in the Modren 
World) did not allow it to bealt with exhaustively in a 
short time,’’ the Pope said. He added that the vastness 
and complexity of the subject did not ‘‘allow the 
hoped-for conclusions to be arrived at in their 

‘fullness.”’ 


. Only a few days. before the synod closed, the 
participants voted to reject three-fourths of a proposed 
A0-page document which had’ been drawn up in 
committee. That document had attempted to touch 
every point that had been brought up by hundreds of

THE. BISHOPS, by an overwhelming majority, 
agreed on a declaration on evangelization. 


‘According to the declaration, the particular churches 
“must devise new but faithful ‘ways to take root’."’ The 
synodal fathers add: *‘Development of the means of 
social communication has opened new ways of 
evangelization, in keeping with the ways today's people 
think and act.”’ 


The declaration’s longest section treats the ‘‘intimate 
connection”’ between human liberation and evangeliza- 
tion. This section stresses that the Church must work to 
liberate man from sin itself as well as from the effects of 
sin, found in unjust social structures: 


~ LIBERATION AS promoted by the Church ‘‘does not 
remain within merely social, political and economic 
limits (elements which she must certainly take into 

- account) but leads toward freedom in all its 
forms—liberation from sin, from individual or collective 
selfishness—and to full communion with God and with 
men who are like brothers.’’ 


The synodal fathers state early in the declaration that 
the “‘mandate to evangelize all men constitutes the 
essential mission of the Church.’’ The document adds: 
*‘No real Christian may absent himself from this duty 
which he must carry out in keeping with his state and in 
communion. with his pastors.”’ 


The declaration addresses young people ‘‘in a special 
way.’’ They are not only *‘a subject to be evangelized”’ 
but also evangelizers to their own age group, the 
document notes.

Times demand ‘clout’— Jesuit 


Catholics labeled ‘political pygmies’

SAN DIEGO—Catholics were accused of being 
“‘simplistic’’ in politics, and categorized as ‘‘political 
pygmies’’ by a Jesuit professor of political science 
speaking to school administrators here. 


At the three-day convention of CACE (Chief 
Administrators’of Catholic Education) Father Virgil C. 
Blum, SJ, said: ‘‘Even non-Catholic scholars have been 
appalled by the enduring anti-Catholicism that has 
been the cankerous sore of our democatric society. 


‘MOST CATHOLICS ARE politically simplistic,’’ he 
told the 250 delegates from dioceses throughout the 
United States. ‘‘They vote the party, not the issues. 
Therefore the Democratic Party and the AFL-CIO can 
‘twist a broken bone into the flesh’ of Catholics without 
loss of votes.”’ 


Unlike the Jews and blacks, Father Blum said, the 
Catholics have not until recently had an organization 
whose primary aim is to deliver their political clout. He 
cited the Catholic: League for religious and civil 
rights—of which he is president—as the start of an 
answer to this problem. : 


He said the league would soon be able to offer 
assistance to Catholic schools with legal counsel. 
‘‘When we say that the league is a Catholic 
anti-defamation league and a Catholic civil liberties 
union, we immediately recognize how infinitesimal our 
resources are when compared with other organizations 
performing the same service for other minorities.’’ He 
told the educators that the Jewish Anti-Defamation 
League has an annual budget in excess of $6 million, 
and the ACLU of more than $5 million. 


FATHER MICHAEL O’NEILL, superintendent of 
schools for Spokane diocese, and a board member of 
CACE attacked ‘educational romantics’’ who seem to 
think that everything needs to be changed. In his paper 
on *‘Factors Inhibiting Change in Education” he said 


“education, like nature, exhibits the survival of the 
fittest.”’ 


He called the 19th century establishment of our. 


Catholic schools system an ‘‘awesome accomplish- 
ment”’ and “‘truly one of the most spectacular events in 
the entire history of the Church. But it wasn’t planned 
and carefully developed.”’ 5 


In recent times he said Catholic schools, ‘‘which for a 
century had been ‘sisters’ schools,’ suddenly started to 
become something else. The fact that we can even talk 
about all-lay Catholic schools, and even have a few 
hundred of them, is remarkable,’’ he added. 


HE SAID our Catholic schools ‘‘for all their supposed 
freedom to innovate, are no more or no less innovative 
than public schools. The reasons included lack of 
special projects money, lack of administrative support 
systems, over-expansion and staff turnover. 


Dr. Richard Corrado, chairman of CACE committee 
on policy and administration and superintendent of 
schools in Orlando, Fla. diocese, dealing with school 
management, said there is a trend in the United States 
toward a unified department of education of which’ the 
catechetical office is a part. 


“‘This trend should be encouraged and perfected,”’ 


_ he said, ‘‘in order to foster the coordination and 


integration of educational and catechetical functions.”’ 


HE EXAMINED THE shared responsibility of 
pastors and bishops for education. *‘The pastor is, by 
nature of his office, ultimately responsible for the 
pastoral ministry. He shares, at the urging of Vatican 
Il, his responsibility, but he does not give it away. 


“The bishop-pastor must be responsible for seeing 
that the educational efforts are carried out within the 
authority of the Church. The bishop is chief teacher, 
sanctifier and pastoral leader in the diocese, as the 
pastor is in the parish,’’ he added.’

Church birth control teaching 
creates spiritual crisis for laity

‘Regardless of the rea- 
sons for practicing birth 
control, it is clear that the 
Church’s teachings in regard 
to it have created a serious 
spiritual crisis among Catho- 
lics.” 


With that statement, the 
Synod II commission on 
Family Life summed up the 
response to birth control of 
more than 4,000 people in 
the San Diego diocese who 
participated in the speak-up 
sessions on family life. 


THE RESPONSE was pub- 
lished in the first set of 
Synod Il narrative summar- 
ies issued recently. The 
summaries were complied by 
each commission and list the 
thinking of more than 20,000 
lay people, priests and 
sisters regarding the subject 
material covered by teach of 
the 14 commissions. 


According to the Family 
Life commission, the major 
area of interest expressed in 
their speak-up sessions was 
birth control. “‘Concern cen- 
tered mainly on the interpre- 
tation and application of the 


Church’s teaching,’’ the 
commission said. : 
The summary stated: 


“Problems arise when a 
person’s conscience is in 
conflict with official Church 
position. Many participants 
said the formation of a right 
conscience on this matter is 
difficult because the advice 
clergy offer married couples 
on birth control is- frequently 
contradictory.

The summary also _indi- 
cates that participants felt a 
clear need for a variety of 
marriage preparation pro- 
grams, and said that such 
preparation, ‘‘in its broadest 
sense’’, begins in the home 
for all children through the 
parents. 


IT WAS suggested that the 
Pre-Cana_ program, or a 
revised version of it ‘‘should 
be mandatory for all couples 
contemplating marriage.” It 
was further suggested that 
additional programs such as 
pre-marriage weekends, par- 
ish workshops and counsel- 
ing by married couples on a 
parish level be devised. 


Speak-up participants also 
indicated a need for pro- 
grams aimed at the develop- 
ment of couples already 
married, possibly through 
couples’ clubs or organiza- 
tions. It was also suggested 
spiritual involvement of mar- 
ried couples in Church life be 
developed through team lec- 
toring, offertory processions 
and Communion Sundays. 


For one-parent families, 
speak-up participants felt the 
Church should provide spe- 
cial groups where mutual 
support can be offered and 
an opportunity to. discuss 
mutual problems can be 
provided. 


MANY POINTED to the 
need for Church-sponsored 
groups that would offer 
divorced Catholics compan- 
ionship with other Catholics 
in similar circumstances. The 
speak-up discussions noted 
that divorced Catholics have 
specific spiritual needs ‘‘not 
currently being met by the 
Church.”’ 


Participants generally felt 
the Church’s divorce laws 
should be re-evaluated and 
perhaps changed to account 
for ‘‘individual extenuating 


circumstances’’. The sum- 
mary says that ‘‘especially 
important in this regard 


would be to allow remarried 
Catholics to receive the 
sacraments and to allow 
them to remarry within the 
Church’’.

sessions, the Commission on 
the Priesthood said a great 
many priests and laity 
thought it essential that 
priests be men of prayer. 


“STRONG eniphasis,’’ the 
report said, ‘‘was noted from 
all sources on the necessity 
of planning eucharistic litur- 
gies.”’ It was also deemed 
vital that the ministry of 
preaching reflect ‘‘real pre- 
paration based on intellec- 
tual depth.”’ 

“‘While the homily,’’ the 
summary stated, ‘“‘is not 
merely a catechism lesson, it 
was strongly suggested by 
priests and laity alike that 
content should focus on

The priesthood commis- 
sion reports it was-generally 
concluded that there should 
be a release of the bishop 
and the pastors from admin- 
istrative responsibilities 
through the delegation of 
these responsibilities by the 
bishop and through the use 
of parish councils. 


S6A MAJORITY of 
sources,’’ the commission 
said, ‘“‘felt that celibacy 


should be optional in the 
priesthood.’’ But many felt 
that the clergy could be 
disadvantaged given the ob- 
ligations of family life. 


Continuing education pro- 
grams for the clergy were 
deemed mandatory by the 
speak-up participants. It was 
suggested that such educa- 
tion could be accomplished 
through workshops, semin- 
ars, sabbaticals and summer 
school sessions at the Uni- 
versity of San Diego. 

Many lay people felt the 
laity should participate in the 
selection of a new pastor, 
and that the out-going pastor 
should have no voice in the 
selection of his successor.

Will we ever teach peace? 


You could tell they were a well-disciplined group. As 
though a silent bell had rung somewhere, they filed, five 
minutes before time, into the Gold Room at the Kona Kai’ 
club for the work sessions. Showing this respect'for time 
and its training were the 250 or more administrators of 
diocesan schools throughout the nation. They are called 
CACE —Chief Administrators of Catholic Education, and 
last week they showed, with their application to work, 
that they are concerned administrators. 


The two main speakers’ on opening day—Father 
Joseph Francis, SVD, on the problems of minorities, and 
Robert Pickus on world peace—did not mince words. 
Both challenged the administrators to put some force 
into their school systems on the two subjects almost too

touchy to touch—bigotry and peace. Evidently our 
schools pay lip service to anti-bigotry, but teach nothing 
about peace. Pickus asked the superintendents and 
teachers to put Catholic schools in the forefront of the 
nation in teaching a new subject—peace—or, at least to 
promote an end to war and hostility. 


We teach history and political science, which usually 
mean interpreting wars and their aftermath. We do not 
recognize peace as a valid subject. Yet that, after all, is 
the main message of Jesus Christ. 


The two Synods 


Don’t be too confused by the two Synods. Gur diocesan 
Synod still proceeds, and this week most parishioners 
will see for the first time those narrative summaries 
which have been prepared from the memorable speak-up 
sessions of last winter. The other Synod is that of 
bishops, in Rome, now. completed, where policy matters 


affecting the universal Church were explored and —

| was interested in. one sidelight ‘from Rome. 
Archbishop Antony Changanacherry of India had a 
complaint about the Italian mails. He said the undertaker 
sometimes beats the mail. ‘‘It happens sometimes that a 
document about the dissolution of a marriage is received 
(from the Vatican) after the bond has already been 
dissolved by God through the death of the husband or 
wife,’’ he told the bishops. His point was that only the 
most essential matters should have to be referred to 
Rome. 


It doesn’t speak very highly of the consensus felt by 
the drafting committee that three-quarters of their first 
draft to submit for approval to the Pope was rejected by 
the bishops. There has obviously been a clear divergence 
of views on how we should evangelize in this modern 
world. 


USD and ‘‘Catholicity’’ 


The concern of the priests in their senate over 
the’’catholicity’’ of USD surfaced at the last meeting and 
will no doubt continue in debate in and out of the senate. 
There is a related problem of another senate—the senate 
of the university itself, to which every faculty member 


belongs. This means that the newest teacher has an 


equal voice with those who have long and intimate _ 


experience of the needs and apostolate of a Catholic 
institution. 


Recently Father Norbert Rigali,.SJ, who heads the 
religious studies department, wrote a letter to the faculty 
senate complaining strongly against this senate of the 
whole faculty, since it militates against a proper 
consideration of Catholic aspects of the studies program, 
he feels.

Right and duty 
It has become traditional to regard the 
right to vote as a prerogative and symbol of 
freedom. We include the ‘‘free election’ in the 
category of basic justice. 
Yet, with all it means—and it certainly 
means we are responsible for the government 
we elect—the enormous apathy which marks 


this nation on election day provides its own 
significance. 


If the right to vote is considered a 
symbol of freedom, the symbol of decline might 
be rated as the disregard or refusal of the 
privilege to exercise the right. 


Upwards of 40 per cent and even 50 per 
cent of Americans entitled to vote have stayed 
away from the polls in recent years. In off-year 
elections, the apathy is even greater, with as 
many as 70 per cent failing to cast a ballot. 


lf freedom to vote is so important, why 
are SO many persons indifferent to it? There is, 
of course, the responsibility of a citizen to be 
acquainted with the issues, to understand the 
propositions and the implications, candidates 
and their positions. ; 


Perhaps we would all benefit from some 
simplification of today’s complex ballot forms.

The October issue of 
Catholic Digest. had a 
provocative article entitled, 
“The Catholic Vote,’’ which 
puts the blame for the 
‘decline of the morality of our 
nation on our people. It 
pointed out that an aroused 
Catholic electorate, who 
voted as a bloc, would have 
the power to halt the erosion 
of American values. 


The article stressed that 30 
per cent of the voting public 
is Catholic and we could 
control elections, because 
political analysts have shown 
that we vote in higher 
percentages than do other 
segments of the population, 
sometimes with 85 or 95 per 
cent turnout. We have the 
added ‘advantage of being 
concentrated in key electoral 
states, making us an “‘poten- 
tial awesome political force.”’ 


When would we want to 
vote as a bloc? I quote from 
the article: ‘‘Many political 
issues. have moral dimen- 
sions of great concern to 
Catholics. Among these are 
abortion, racial and religious 
discrimination, practical 
freedom to choose religious 
oriented education, control of 
obscenity and pornography, 
integrity in government, and 
restoration of a wholesome 
social, climate.”’

First call a priest 


When death comes... 


In the initial shock and confusion following © 


a death in the family or among close friends, 
people are often at a loss as to what. should 
be the immediate thing to do. 

For Catholics there is no question. The 
priest of the parish in which the family lives 
should always be the first person contacted, 
apart from members of the family—even 
when the deceased has not been active in the 
Church. 

DEATH IS not as private a matter as most 
of us think. It is an event in the life of the 
community to which we belong, and its true 
meaning may be found only in reflection on 
the belief and teaching of the Church, and 
the scriptures. : 

Not only is it a courtesy to include the 
priest in arrangements which include his 
considerable involvement, but it diminishes 
the possibility of error and irritating hitches 
in procedure. 

His experience and counsel should be 
enlisted in planning the burial arrangements 
and the funeral. Final plans should never be 
concluded until the priest has been 
consulted. . 


Diocesan burial 


The burial of Catholics: 


In a Catholic cemetery: 

Catholics have the privilege of burial in a 
Catholic cemetery. The longstanding tradi- 
tion and belief in the sacred dignity and 
future resurrection of the body, and the 
desire of the Church to recognize in death, 
the community of faith that existed in life, 
strongly recommend this. 


In another cemetery (at present this 
applies to parishes within a 25 mile radius of 
San Diego): 

THE PRIEST may provide the entire litur- 
gy for a Catholic being buried in a cemetery 
other than Catholic only where there is 
reasonable cause as determined by the 
pastor. In the case of military chaplains or 
priests’ not. associated with a parish, the 
liturgy may be provided at the discretion of 
the priest with the approval of the San Diego 
Diocesan Office for Apostolic Ministry.

FUNERAL DIRECTORS will contact the 
priest if they are called first, but it is the 
responsibility of the family to call him 
directly. He is in the position to visit the 
home and assess the immediate need, to 
guide and console, to offer faith, purpose and 
understanding in this time of great need. 


The next thing is to engage a funeral home 
whose personnel understand the spirit of 
Christian funerals, to conduct the arrange- 
ments worked out with the pastor. They will 


also complete the necessary legal papers and - 


publish obituary notices. 


It is necessary to notify the employer or 
employes, .executor of the will, insurance 
companies, banks, attorney, social security 
administration, retirement board or pension 
group and so on, requesting forms for filing 


claims ‘or closing accounts. The funeral 


director will assist in this task, if asked. 


Except for relatives and intimate friends, 
everyone is expected to consider the 
newspaper announcement sufficient notifi- 
cation, and personal notices are not 
necessary. 


guidelines 


By a priest: 

Priests may provide patt or the complete 
liturgy for members of other churches, in 
the parish church, funeral home, family 
home or at the graveside, if so requested. 
The eucharistic celebration may take place 
only in the Church. 


By a minister: 


CATHOLIC cemeteries may serve others 
of the community. There are no restrictions 
on the burial of non-Catholics in Catholic 
cemeteries. The chapel of the cemetery is 
available to them and the denominational 
clergyman may be invited to conduct the 
graveside service. 


Cremation | 


The priest should explain the Catholic 
outlook on cremation when the circumstanc- 
es arise. If the family of the deceased insists 
on cremation, the priest must consult with 
the chancellor of the diocese. ©

Avoids serious complications 


A will: a Christian duty 


The reluctance to face the 
inevitable fact of death is 
reflected in the large number 
of people who neglect to 
make wills. Court records 
show that an average of 60 
per cent of the population die 
without making a will. 


In a recent case in this 
diocese, funeral arrange- 
ments were delayed a week 
and considerable embarrass- 
ment suffered by friends and 
the parish because neither a 


will nor next of kin could be- 


traced, no executor had been 
appointed, and legal formali- 
ties regarding the disposition 
of the body could not. be 
completed. 


MANY PEOPLE believe 
that the law takes care of the 
distribution of property when 
no will exists, but this is not 
true. The law is arbitrary 
when it comes to distributing 
property and although close 
relatives will share in the 
estate, it is often not in the 
ratio and proportion that may 
have been intended. 


It is also unwise to rely on 
joint ownership instead of a 
personal will. A will is your 
written direction in regard to 
the disposal of your property 
after death. It does not give 


28 YEARS of continuous 
& dignified service to the 


rights to any of that property 
during your life-time. 


Any adult of sound mind 
can and should make a will. 
Although do—it—yourself 
forms are available, a lawyer 
should be called to supervise 
the execution and witness- 
ing. Buying a form and filling 
in the blanks will not do. 
Even if a do-it-yourself will is 
perfectly legal, it may not 
work out as you intended. 


EVERY WILL drawn up by 
a lawyer is tailor-made to 
your specific case. Taxes 
paid on the estate are often 
determined by the way the 
will is drawn up: Lawyers 
have special tax. training 
which can be most beneficial. 


Apart from the distribution 
of property, a will provides 
the opportunity to name the 
person who will manage the 
estate—the executor. It will 
also establish how and where 
you wish to be buried, any 
trusts or charitable gifts you 
may wish to make, your 
choice of the person or 
persons to be guardian to any 
children under age. 


With the help of a lawyer, 
estate taxes may be reduced 
or eliminated and, if payable,

THE LAWYER will need 
to know your legal name, 
permanent address, ad- 
dresses of other residences 
— if any — date and place of 
birth, social security number 
and the date and place of 
your marriage. 


He must also be told where 
your matriage license may be 
found, the name of your 
spouse, and in the case of 
divorce or widowhood, of any 
previous’ spouses. Names, 
addresses and ages- of im- 
mediate relatives and of 
other beneficiaries are also 
required. 


All documents pertaining 
to legal transactions must be 
shown to your lawyer. If you 
are the benficiary under a. 
trust or have created a trust, 
if you have the -right to 
exercise a power of appoint- 
ment under someone else's 
will, if you are entitled to a 
pension, stock option or 
other employment benfit, the 
lawyer must know. 


ALL INSURANCE and an- 
nuity policies, with full 
particlars and income tax or 
gift tax returns, must be 
listed with the name and 
address of the accountant. 


Approximate values of real 
estate, mortgages, assets 
and debts must be included. 
Make a list of the names and 
addresses of your employer, 
the persons you want to act 
as executors, trustees and 
guardians. 


Your estate may be eft 
outright to one heir or gifts 
made to several benefici- 
aries. Dogs 

If property is given out- 
right there is no need for a 
trust, but if one person is to 
have income from the 
property during his lifetime 
and another to get the 
property later, you need a 
trust. In this case you will 
need a trustee to administer 
it, pay the income, or use it 
as necessary. 


SELECTION OF an execu- 
tor or trustee is important. 
An executor must be a 
person in whom you have 
confidence, with the ability 


. and capacity to fulfill your 


wishes. 

A member of the family or 
a close friend might be 
chosen to act as co-trustee 
with a bank or trust 
company. In each case, 
provision should be made for 
alternatives in case the 
original choice is unavailable 
for some reason or other. 


At least two witnesses 
must sign your will in your 
presence and in the presence 
of each other and witness 
your signature. No benefici- 
ary should be asked to 
witness. If his signature is 
necessary to prove the will, 
he may be disinherited. 


IT IS A good idea to select 
witnessess younger than 
yourself who are in good 
health and likely tobe alive 
and available after. your 
death. 

The will should be kept in a 
place where it may easily be 
found and where_it will be 
protected from. theft or 
damage. It is not advisable to 
keep it in your own safety 
deposit box, since this will be 
sealed on your death and a 
court order will be necessary 
to find the will. The executor 
should always know~ where 
the willtis.

revered values — may bring us to the brink 
of that chasm of understanding. Then we 
find colsolation in the performance of 
small,-routine acts, the presence of known 
things. 

PEOPLE WHO have never really known 
profound grief, tragedy or failure, expect 
certain forms of behavior from those who 
are afflicted in this way. We expect people 
to appear distraught and are illogically 
angered or disapproving if they seem 
more concerned with practicalities and the 
incidentals of normal living. 


Yet, for many of us, this may be the only 
way to survive and function at atime when 
we may be overwhelmed. with the 
recognition of other, unfamiliar values, 
other .realities too strange to 
comprehend.

Clearly, children live here. 


That’s the way Trudy and Jack Fabian want it. 
They had always wanted a big family. Trudy said as 
she settled. onto the living room couch. 

During the four years the couple courted. while 
students. at the University of San Diego, they 
discussed their future together and it included 
children. Lots of them. 

At the time they had acknowledged to family and 
friends their plans of having a dozen children. Some 
reactions, Trudy recalled, were ones of awe. From a 
small Hillsborough family, she confided, ‘‘| 
unnerved my parents at the announcement.’’ 

_So adamant was she in having babies, that shortly 
after marriage she had regular. crying spells when 
she thought it might never happen. 


“That was my first negative thought,’’ she 


remembered with amusement, and the last on that - 


subject. Michelle was born 13 months later. 
Now, 16 years and a houseful of kids later, she still 
has no regrets. ‘‘If we didn’t want them, we 
wouldn’t have had them. 
‘However, | don’t advocate a large family for

Not everyday in the Fabian household is paradise, 
she quickly pointed out, because it isn’t. 

“We all picture the Gerber baby,’’ she went 
on,’‘and we have many fantasies about raising 
children. But unless you can accept realism, you’re 
lost. Somedays | am not as able to cope as well as 
others.”’ 

Trudy laughed recalling earlier movies of large 
families “’where everything is a shambles and it’s 
made out to be such fun.’’ 

“1 used to say, ‘that’s not the way it’ll be for me.’’ 
She sighed, nodding her head with the knowledge of

Adeuniptions? that “she is well- ee and in 
complete control because she is the mother of a large 
brood, are false, she affirmed. 


Yet, she voices her outlook as ‘‘positive,’’-a word 
she went back to several times. ‘‘The negative has 
been stressed for too long,’’ she said. 


From here, she gave her own opinions about those 
who oppose her life style. 

She believes Zero Population Growth is an 
alarmist reaction. ‘‘It’s like trying to give everyone 
an equal portion-of everything. No matter what it is, 
some people will have more of one thing or 
another.’’ 


Many of the derogatory remarks made to her 
about family size have been more candid than 
others: = 

“Some people are very open,’’ she said. ‘‘They 
think it’s animalistic to have more than a certain 
number of children. | think adults should make their 
own decisions. We believe in Planned Parenthood 
and we want children.’’ 


For those who focus on the costs involved with 
having children, she commented, ‘’This is evidence 
of society’s preoccupation with money. You do not 
have to have a fortune to rear a child.”’ 

Jack Fabian is the sales manager for Bell Brand 
Foods in Northern California. His income adequately 
provides for his family. Yet, luxuries are few. 


Because the Fabians want their children to stay 
involved in healthy outlets which are time-consum- 
ing (three are with the Orinda Track Club; three 
active in Catholic: Youth Organization) they ‘are

called upon to help out only when necessary. 


Once a week, Trudy and Jack dine out. If the 
locale is nearby, the older children babysit the 
younger siblings who have been tucked away in bed. 

“But if Jack and | go to‘the city,’’ Trudy said, 
“We hire a woman from the agency.’ 

‘The ‘‘agency”’ is.an employment service furnishing 
domestics which the Fabians also call upon when 
vacation time comes around. 

“We get away at least twice a year together,’’ she 
said, ‘‘to get the refreshment of being alone. Jack is 
a neat husband. He’s very aware of my needs. He’s 


a marvelous man and father. | can’t say enough 


about him. 
Males, today, are not given enough credit. They 
have to streak to get noticed.”’ é 
Vacations with the entire family are not a 
possibility, but the children-are not neglected. 
‘They go on short trips to various places, usually. 
with their Dad,’’ she said. ‘‘Last year he took them

Disneyland:’’ Trudy has recently returned from a 
weekend in Tahoe where 14-year-old Michelle had 
competed in a track event. 


Trudy and Jack share the checkbook and credit 
cards where both are aware of what the financial 
picture is, she said. 


Clothing bills average $120 a month including 
dress and tennis shoes. An extra $140 a year pays for 
track shoes. 


“Only if clothes are suitable are they passed 
down.’”. Trudy. said. ‘‘Usually, sweaters and coats. 
We try to make the most of circumstances. But if 
someone is in-need of a special dress, she doesn’t 
have to wear her sister’s.’’ 


Food, purchased every two weeks, amounts to 
$280. Milk and bread are bought on a daily basis and 
are extra. During the week, 84-quarts: of milk are 
consumed together with 12 loaves of bread. “We're 
not Super big on bread.’ ) 


The family is not big on casseroles although 
and macaroni and 
cheese are favorites. 


Menus are varied with the popular chili, hot dogs 
and hamburgers. Trudy has also found roast to be 
more economical ’’and not as wasteful as chops.”’ 


During the past year, the Fabians have noticed a 
marked increase in the price of food, clothing and 
gasoline. 


Content with her role of mother-wife which she 
calls ‘‘challenging,’’: ‘‘rewarding,’’ Trudy once 
entertained the idea of putting her teaching 
credential to use. 

It was back a few years ago when there were only 
seven children in the family. She applied as a 
substitute teacher with the Murray School District 
but ‘discovered a full-time job was all that was 
available. She took it for the year, then gave it up. 

She had found it satisfying, but despite the full 
support and encouragement of Jack, it was lacking. 
Her loyalties, she had found, were torn. 

“Il can’t think of anything so vital as an 
education,’ she said. ‘‘But my preoccupation with 
classroom children in my home began to make me 
feel | was not giving my. all when home should be the 
first place. | began feeling | was giving my children 
the leftovers, not the best. 


“Again, this is only our situation. Some women 
can: work and it comes out beautifully.’ 


She and Jack have basic ideas on child-rearing. 
With their oldest child a freshman in high school 
they have become more conscious that ‘‘today’s 
world is one of realism.’’ 


To those of their children who can comprehend, 
they have explained their interpretations of the 
purpose of life as parents and why there is human 
life on earth. R 


“We have tried to put across that we are not just 
givers of life, but have a responsibility,’’ she said. 
“Some of the children will adopt the philosophy, 
some not. We all have to learn to live in life with a 
constant evaluation of our own feelings. We are all 
learning as we are growing. 


- “Estill feel children should respect their parents 
even though today’s children are in a differnet time 
and place than we were. If this is good or bad, only 
time will tell.’ 


Youth, she believes, will come full circle and 
eventually set up their own guidelines. 

“It’s like medicine,’’ she said. ‘‘You have to get 
some of the germs in your body before you start to 
tight them.”

renew unceasingly the new 
commitment to evangelize’’ 
by their own search for 
fundamental gospel values 
and their demands for genu- 
ine witness of faith, the 
synodal fathers noted. 


The document describes 
atheism as ‘widespread in 
many forms in many coun- 
tries.’ Attempts are being 
made ‘‘with astuteness and 
often with violence’’ to 
impede religious liberty and 
the life of the Church, and 
even to reduce the Church to 
silence, the declaration 
states. 


The synodal fathers dis- 
cussed these problems, ac- 
cording to the declaration, 
and also the problem of 
i ‘secularization’ *, Although 
at. * ‘presents some positive 
aspects,’’ secularization also 
leans toward the ‘‘ideology 
of secularism which com- 
pletely excludes God from

_ THE FATHERS Pledge in 
the declaration to ‘‘collabo- 


.¥ate more diligently’ with 


other Christian religions to 

“‘render to the world a much 
broader common witness to 
Christ.”’ 


They also state a desire fo 
“‘further dialogue’’ with non- 
Christian religions and_ to 

“*seek collaboration with all 
men. of good will who...are in 
search of a deeper meaning 
to life or are committed to 
gaining more human condi- 
tions of life for their 
brothers.”’ 


The synod also approved 
by a large margin an 
“‘index’’ or analytical list of 
principal topics discussed at 
the synod. The index is 


meant to help Pope Paul in 
reading through the volumin- 
ous documentation the synod 
has-turned over to him. The

THE “INDEX” is officially 
entitled ‘“‘List of questions 
treated in this synod with 
greater attention.”’ It is not 


intended as a list of recom- » 


mendations, but only as an 
account of what was discus- 
sed at the synod. 


The final text of the index, 
which was not made public, 
“repeats many of the points 
made in the declaration, but 
often addresses them in 
more specific language. 


The index speaks about 
the need to ‘“‘promote a 
stronger personality’’ for 
local churches. It also refers 
to stepping up ecumenical 
efforts, but warns against the 
danger of ‘‘indifferentism or 
less regard for the Church’s 
magisterium’’ (teaching au- 
thority). 


ADDRESSING the synod, 
Pope Paul said: “The content 
- of the faith is either Catholic 
- Peter and Paul 
did not transform it to adapt 
it to the Jewish, Greek or 
Roman world, but they 
watched vigilantly over its 
authenticity and over the 
truth of its single message 
presented in a diversity of 
languages.” 


In regard to mass media, 

- the index says that the synod 

discussed setting up training 

institutions so that mass 

media could be used effec- 
tively for evangelization. 


Some topics included in 
the index which are not 
found in the declaration are 
non-practicing ~ Catholics, 
small Christian communities 
and popular religiosity. Non- 
practicing Catholics, the in- 
dex says, have increased in 
number in recent years, 
partially because the Church 
is seen by these people as 
“looking in on itself.”’ 


ONE OF THE most quoted 
summations of the synod was 
given by Cardinal Gorden 
Gray of Scotland, who stated 
from the synod floor:

Eucharistic servic- 
es celebrated without an ordained priest 
may have a great spiritual value, but are 
outside of the tradition of both Eastern 
and Western Churches. 


Question: ; 

Are Protestants and Jews permitted to 
carry the gifts to the altar at a Sunday 
Mass? A boy and a girl were picked from 
the congregation, but when they told the 
usher they were not Catholics, he rejected 
them and picked someone else.

The ecumenical guidelines from Rome 
make it clear that Catholics may 
occasionally attend liturgical services of 
other brethren and ‘‘there is nothing 
against Catholics taking some part in the 


~ common responses, hymns and actions of 


the community of which they are 
guest—so long as they are not a variance 
with Catholic faith.’’ OV 


The guidelines go on to state that ‘‘the 
same principles govern the manner in 
which our separated brethren may assist 
at services in Catholic churches. This 
participation, from which reception of the 
Eucharist is always excluded, should lead 
the participants to esteem the spiritual 
riches we have in common and at the same 
time make them more aware of the gravity 
of our separations.’’ 


While it is not specified in detail, it 
seems to me that the carrying of gifts (an 
“‘action’’) to the altar by a separated 
brother would be in keeping with the spirit 
of the document.

F - Leans toward anti-life position, evasive, noncommittal (refuses to respond to inquiries, therefore, 
assumed to be pro-abortion). 
FF - Pro-abortion; supports Supreme Court Ruling, establishing abortion on demand.

New hymnal fulfills 
parish music needs — 


A new hymnal, designed 
for use in parishes, is an 
event. And in these post-Vat- 
ican II days, such a hymnal is 
even more notable: when it 
claims to be the first to give 
all hymns with music. 

Vatican If Hymnal—for 
such is its name— has been 
produced by the New Catho- 
lic Press, Seattle, Wash., to 
provide parishes with all they 
need for choir and congrega- 
tional singing throughout the 
year. 


THIS HYMNAL is ‘‘new”’ 
enough to include a very 
wide variety of traditional 
and modern folk-type hymns, 
with very adequate selec- 
tions for each liturgical 
period. 


It also includes the selec- 
tion, called ‘‘Jubilate Deo,”’ 
contained in the booklet of 
Latin hymns, Psalm and 


Mass parts published by the 
Vatican and given to each 
bishop by the Pope for an 
Easter gift earlier this year. 


The catholicity of the 
selections is perhaps best 
indicated by facing pages 262 
and 263 which have ‘‘A 
mighty fortress,’’ by Martin 
Luther on the left and ‘‘Ave 
verum’’ to Gregorian chant 
on the right. - 


ITIS A large volume of 509 
hymns, . responses, psalms 
and Mass settings. Single 
copies cost $10 each, but 
quantities come at different ~ 
rates, down to $5 each for 
1,000 copies or more. 


It is approved by the 
Seattle archdiocesan Com- - 
mission of Sacred Music and 
is the result of much work by 
organist and choirmaster 
Terry Haws.

Arbp. Sheen on

“Are you worried about 
America? I am, and that’s 
what brought me back to 
television,’’ said Archbishop 
Fulton J. Sheen. 


Archbishop Sheen began 
his new 13-week series 
earlier this month. What 
Now America? airs at 7:30 
p-m. Thursdays on the Public 
Broadcasting System—in 
San Diego Channel 15, 
KPBS. Channel 15 also airs 
the show at 4:30 p.m. 
Saturdays. 


Archbishop Sheen stresses 
that his greatest fear for 
America is the fear“of inner 
moral decay. That is the way — 
that all great civilizations 
have declined, he feels. 

According to Archbishop 
Sheen America has a choice 
of two symbols: ‘‘the vulture, 
which preys on the dying and 
dead...or the eagle, which 
soars ever upward and _ 
onward.” x 

‘““‘We have lost some 
important virtues including 
patriotism,’’ he said.
